Mr. Mitchell offered an amendment to the 
Pacific railroad funding bill, which was re- 
ferred to the select committee on that subject.

THE GHOST IN THE GALLERY. 

After business had beeu begun with closed 
doors, a solitary young man was discovered in 
the galleries quietly surveying the scone be- 
low him, and apparently enjoying the sensa- 
tion his presence created. He was soon hus- 
tled out. He was about eighteen and ap- 
poems to be just convalescing from a pro- 
onged spree. He had nothing tosay for him- 
self and was not detained. Nobody seemed to 
know him. The doorkeepers explained that 
he was probably asleep under some benches 
when the galleries were cleared, and escaped 
notice. 

After the doors were reopened messages 
were received from the house announcing the 
deaths (during the recess) of Representatives 
Ladd, of Nebraska; Townshend, of Illinois; 
and Cox, of New York. Resolutions expres- 
Sive of the regret of the senate were offered 
by Messrs. Manderson, Cullom and Evarts, 
and were agreed to; and as a further mark of 
respect to the deceased, the senate at. 4:30 ad- 
jJourned until tomorrow. 

IN EXECUTIVE SESSION 

a large amount of routine business was trans- 
acted, about two hundred nominations con- 
firmed and as many more reported from com. 
mittees and placed on the calendar. None of 
the confirmations were of general interest, and 
none, so far as made public, local to the south. 
During the session Mr. McPherson criticised 
the action of President Harrison in removing 
the postmaster at Jersey City, and before 
voting to confirm the appointee wanted to 
know for what reason the old incumbent nad 
been removed, whereupon Mr. Edmunds re- 
minded him of the fact that he (McPherson), 
with other senators, had voted to repeal the 
tenure of oftice act, thereby depriving the 
senate of the right to ask the president or head 
of any department why any removal from 
office was made. 


COWIE’S CIRCULAR. 


Senator Chandler Exposes a Little Scheme 
of Naval Officers. 

WASHINGTON, December 19.—In the senate 
today Mr. Chandler called up the resolution 
offered by him some days since in regard to 
organizations among naval oflicers to influence 
congressional legislation and made a state. 
ment onthe subject. He desired, if possible, 
to protect naval oflicers from being levied 
upon and induced or compelled to pay money 
(which they could poorly spare) for 
the purpose of infiuencing legislation. 
He said that a year or 
two ago, Thomas J. Cowie, a passed assistant 
paymaster in the navy, prepared a bill for in- 
crease of rank and pay of officers of the navy. 
In connection with that bill, there had been a 
movement organized to secure money from 
naval officers. That movement had taken the 
shape of certain printed circulars. One of 


those circulars Mr. Chandler sent to the clerk’s\ 


desk and had read. It was from Cowie, and 
was dated December 2d, 1889. It stated that 
John H. Thomas, of Illinois, had been engaged 
as attorney to take charge of, and advocate, 
the passage of the bill framed by him for the 
reorganization and equalization of the pay of 
the personnel ot the navy ; and it expressed the 
hopo that all officers would respond promptly 
to ‘Thomas’s communications. 

In connection with this circular, one from 
Thomas himself was sent tothe clerk’s desk 
and read. It is also dated December 2d, 1889, 
and states that he has been requested to act in 
the matter; that expenses must necessarily be 
incurred, and that time and labor must be de- 
voted tothe work; and that his (Thomas) ac- 
ceptance of the proposition depended upon its 
approval by the officer addressed, upon his 
sending a retaining fee of $5 and signing a 
contract (of which a form was sent) to pay a 
contingent fee of 10 per cent on the increase of 
pay forone year. Mr. Chandler added that 
there were 1,500 naval officers; and that this 
attempt to get them into the movement had 
taken an extremely offensive shape. 

The resolution was discussed by Messrs. 
Chandler, Hale, Butler, Cockrell, McPherson 
and Call and then agreed to.

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CONTESTED ELECTION CASES. 


The Sub-Committee Agree to an Arrange- 
ment as to Their Hearing. 


WASHINGTON, December 19.—The sub-com- 
mittee of the house elections committe, 
charged with the arrangement of contested 
election cases, completed its work this morn- 
ing without much difficulty. It was agreed 
that the republicans should sclect one case and 
the democrats another, alternately, until ‘all 
were arranged. This course was adopted with 
the following resulting order forthe hearing 
of the cases:

No order was made in thecase of Baker vs.

According to the arrangement the first case

AND SUE FOR HIS LOST SALARY. 

The committee therefore accepted Mr. Holx 
man’s view as far as it went, but added an- 
other clause, providing for the passage of an 
appropriation of so much money as might be 
necessary to make good the deficiencies in the 
salaries, after the distribution of the funds on 
hand. It was estimated that about $75,000 
would cover this deficiency. In view of the 
necessity for securing the concurrence of the 
senate, and also in anticipation of a good deal 
of debate in the house upon the bill, which 
will be prepared, the committee decided that 
it would withhold its report until «after the 
holiday recess, as nothing could bs gained by 
bringing it in one day before the recess. 

A SEPARATE BILL 

will be rsported, making the sergeant-at—arms 
a disbursing officer and including other provi- 
sions of Mr. Payson’s bill introduced yester- 
day. Five of the seven members of the com- 
mittee, including the chairman, hold that the 
sergeant-—at-.arms was a public officer and that 
individual members were justified, by usage 
aud ofticial recognition extending over many 
years in so regarding him, and that the loss by 
the malfeasance of Silcott should be borne by 
the public treasury, and not by members olf 
congress, who have not received the eom, 
pensation to which they are entitled 
by law. The committee also hold that the 
government would not be justifiedin taking 
the special deposits left with the sergeant-at 
arms for the purpose of applying it toward the 
payment of salaries due by the government 
and, therefore,that such personal funds should 
be restored to the private owners. 

By the proposed pro rata arrangement those 
who have regularly drawn their salaries up to 
November wou!d have the advantage af 
sharing in the amounts that the other mem, 
bers had left undrawn, which the majority of 
the committee regard as indefensible.

PHILADELPHIA, December 19.— Under a res | 


olution passed at a special meeting “of e192 , 
graphical union No. 2, Wednesday night, 
officers of the union have sent notices to the 
proprietors of morning and Sunday newspapers 
affected that ademand foran advance in price 
of setting type from 40 to 45 cents per thousand 
ems weuld take effect on and after Christmas 
eve. Papers concerned include all the English 
week-day and Sunday papers now paying the 
union rate of 40 cents per thousand, except the 
Public Ledger, which has been paying 45 
cents per thousand for many vears, and several 
papers not recognized as union papers. The 
number of men directly involved is estimated 
by a member of the committee at 360. These, 
itis said, will positively refuse to work Cbrist- 
mas Eve and thereafter unless the proprietors 
concede the increase demanded. Afternoon 
newspaper men and job and book men are not 
included in the moveinent and will not, it is 
said, be directly affected; nor will they lend 
aid to employers of men who are on strike, if a 
strike takes place. 

It is understood, however, that the employ- 
ing printers are not favorable to granting 
the advance, for several reasons. Some of 
them hold that typesetters are well paid for 
their work, and better paid than most skilled 
workmen. In addition to this, it is said, 
unlike most skilled workmen, they have com- 
fortable quarters to work in and steady work 
all the year round.

David Bidwell, an Old Theatrical Manager, 
Dead, 

New ORLEANS, December 19.—David Bid- 
well, one of the best known theatrical mana- 
gers in the country, died at his home in this 
city last night, aged sixty-eight. He has been 
connected with the theatrical business in this 
city since 1853, managing the Academy of 
Music, St. Charles, and other theaters. He 
was a member of the firm of Spalding, Rogers 
& Bidwell, who, many years ago, bailt the 
Olympic theater in St. Louis, and leased the 
Memphis aud Mobile theaters, establishing a 
circuit and inaugurated the system now so 
common with theatrical managers. With the 
exception of J. H. McVicker, of Chicago, Mr. 
Bidwell was the oldest active manager in the 
country.

SUCH MARVELOUS ADVANTAGES, 
what has the south accomplished ? is a ques- 
tion which the world has a right toask. It is 
needless to enter into any discussion of the rea- 
sons why the south dia not undergo indastrial 
devclopment prior to the war. Her people 
preferred to give their attention to agriculture. 
But it may be well to call attention to the fact 
that when the census of 1860 was taken the 
south ranked very high in wealth as compared 
with the rest of the country, showing that she 
was not slothful in the business of money- 
making.

Arkansas, tifteenth; Virginia, sixteenth, and 
Ohio, seventeenth. Now York and Pennsyl- 
vania were also far behind the south in the 
amount of wealth in proportion to population, 
the former state ranking twenty-second and 
the latter thirtieth. Butin 1870 there wasa 
startling change. The assessed value of prop 
erty in New York and Pennsylvania alone was 
greater than the whole south: Massachusetts 
had just one-half as much wealth as the four- 
teen southern states combined, South Caro- 
lina, which in I860 had been third in rank 
in wealth in proportion to the number of her 
inhabitants, had dropped to be the thirtieth ; 
Georgia, from the seventh to the thirty ninth; 
Mississippi, from thedourth place to the thirty- 
fourth; Alabama, from the eleventh to the 
forty-fourth ;' Kentueéky, from tenth to twenty- 
eighth, and the other southern states had gone 
down in the same way, while the northern 
and western states had steadily increased in 
wealth. In 1860 the assessed value of property 
in South Carolina, according to the census, 
was $489,000,000, while the combined values 
in Khode Island and New Jersey aggre- 
gated $421,000,000 or $68,000,000 lesg than 
South Carolina’s. In 1870 the combined val- 
ues in Rhode [sland ind New Jersey amounted 
to &868,000,000 and the value in South | Caro- 
lina was 183,000,000. Thus, while South 
Carolina had $68,000,000 more assessed prop- 
erty in 1860 than these two states, it had in 
1870 $685,000,000 Jess thanthey had. In 1860 
the total assessed value of property in the 
United States was $12,000,000,000, and of this 
the south had $5,200,000,000, or 44 per cent; in 
1870 the total for the country was $14,170,000,- 
000, and of this the south had only $3.064,000,- 
000, or 22 per cent. 
In 1880 the south had commenced to 
REGAIN ITS POSITION OF 1860, 
and its progress during the last nine years has 
been the wonder of the age. Since 1865, over 
$7,800,000,000 have been drawn to the south to 
pay for cotton, and the value of cotton export- 
ed to Europe during that period has been 
$5,160,000,000. Heretofore, the bulk of money 
received for cotton has gone north and west to 
pay for home and farm supplies, but now the 
south is raising its own corn and bacon, and 
largely produces the manufactured goods re- 
quired for home consumption. In this change 
there is a revolution in the currents of busi- 
ness. Added to the one or two hundred mil- 
lions of dollars of cotton money that have for 
twenty-five years annually gone north, but 
which will now remain in the south, will be 
an equal or possibly greater amount brought 
to the south to pay for the iron, the lumber 
and the cotton goods that are now being 
shipped north, the millions that will come to 
pay for mineral and timber lands, the $50,- 
000,000 or more that is now paid for early vege- 
tables and fruits, and the great aggregate, 
reaching probably already $25,000,000 spent 
by winter visitors who come south to enjoy its 
climate. ° 

The agricultural advancement has been 
almost as marked as the industrial. In 1870 
the value of the south’s agricultural products 
was $571,000,000; in 1888 it was $739,000,000, 
and in 1889 it will be about $850,000,000. In 
1879 the south produced 431,000,000 bushels of 
grain, and I 632,009,000 bushels, and the 
yield for 1889 will probably show 650,000,000 to 
675,000,000 bushels. 

The percentage of iacrease in grain produc- 
tion in the south was larger than in the west. 
In 1879 the value of the livestock in the south 
was $391,400,000, and in 1889 $569,160,000. 

In 1880 the south had 220 national banks, 
with a capital of $45,597,000, and in 1889 it has 
472 national banks, and their capital is $76,- 
454,000. 

The increase in the number of national 
banks since 1870 has been about 13 per 
the north, 81 per cent in the west, and 113 per 
cent in the south, while the increase in capital 
stock was nearly 4 per cent in the north, % 
percentin the west, and 70 per cent in the 
south during the same period.

south. 

In the last four years 14.000 new manufac- 
turing and mining enterprises have been or- 
ganized in the south. 

THE RAILROAD MILEAGE 

of the south has been increased by the addi- 
tion of nearly 21,000 miles since 1880. Since 
that year over $800,000,000 have been spent in 
the building of new roads and improving old 
ones. The assessed value of property has’ in- 
creased over $1,300,000,000 and the true valua- 
tion over $3,000,000,000. In 1880 the south 
made 397,301 tons of pig iron ;in 1888, 1,132,000, 
and in 1889 the output will probably be about 
1,600,000 to 1,700,000 tons. 

In 1880, 6,048,571. tons) of coal were mined 
in the south, andin 1 the output was over 
18,000,000 tons. Cotton mills have increased 
from 161, with 14,323 looms and 667,854 spin 
dies, in 1880, to 355 mills, with 45,001 looms 
and 2,035,268 spindles, while many new mills 
are under construction, and many old ones be- 
ing enlarged. In 1880 there were 40 cotton 
seed oi] mills in the south, having a capital of 
$3,500,000; now there are 213, with over $20,- 
000,000 invested. 


SILVER WILL BE IN DEMAND, 


Becayse Microbes Travel in Paper Money— 
The Influenza With Us. 

Detrorr, December 19.—Russian influenza 
has reached Detroit, and curiously enough 
so far only bank employes are afflicted. This 
is attributed, however, to the report that 
microbes travel in paper money and when con- 
tagious paper has been freely circulated in a 
city it is expected the disease will become 
epidemic. At the Peninsular baak, 
nine of the employes were sick 
at one time. In the Preston National 
there are four cases. The entire staff of the 
First National has it and there are two cases 
in the Merchants’ Manufacturers’ bank. The 
Symptons are different in nearly every case. 
In some it produces ‘‘an all gone, tired feel- 
ing,’’ as one expressed it, while in others lining 
to nose, mouth and throat is affected; still 
others have acough.

HAWES MEDITATING SUICIDE, 


A Rope Found in His Cell Which He Had 
Intended to Use, 

BiIrnMINnGHAM, Ala,, December 19.—[Special.] 
Dick Hawes, the famous criminal convictei 
of the murder of his wife and two children 
and sentonced to death, was today caught 
trying to cheat the gallows. His case was sub- 
mitted to thesupreme court on appeal a few 
days ago, andthe decision is expected this 
week.

A Light

him dead. He was arrested and placed in 
jail.

THE INVESTIGATION NOW IN PRO- 
GRESS IN WAYNESBORO. 


Wr. Godbee’s Statement of the Affair Met by 
One Which Claims That Perkins Was Not 


Acting in an Aggressive Manner. 


WaAvnesporo, Ga., December 19.— [Special. ] 
she entire day yesterday, was consumed in 
taking evidence before the coroner’s Inquest.

They also say that Per- 
kins did not open his lips at all, except to say 
‘Run for Dr. Borgerm quick,’’ after he was 
shot down. Walter Godbee says he saw Per- 
kins arrange his hat and pistol in his hand 
when he started forthe store; that he sent 
Perkins’s mail to bim that morning to prevent 
his coming to the store, and he remarked to 


his clerk that 
‘PERKINS WAS COMING TO KILL HI™M,”’ 
when he saw him coming toward the store 
with his pistol in his hand. He also says that 
ae regretted having to shoot. and in view of 
Perkins’s threat on the day previous he wa 
compelled to do what he did in self defense. 
The defense are trying to show all the threats 
made by young Perkins to kill Godbee at dif- 
ferent times. The state will rebut this by tes- 
timony that though threats were made Godbee 
and Perkins made friends, and at one time 
put their terms of settlement in writing, all 
parties signing their names as their full 
expression of consentand satisfaction. Two of 
the state’s witnesses say that young Perkins 
was in a good humor ey when he ap- 
proached the store, making some pleasant re- 
mark to a little boy who was sitting upon tho 
steps, and that the gun fired as soon as he 
t up the steps, and Godbee warned 

im not toenter. They say that they do not 
know whether he would have had time to havé 
gotten out of the way of the discharge of the 
gun after the warning or not, as the report im 
mediately foliowed the warning. Hence it is 
claimed that Perkins was shot before he did 
enter, or could have turned away from enter- 
ing the front door—his head lying upon the 
front edge of the piazza when he fell.

Vesterday. 

Macon, Ga., December 19.—[Special:J—A 
rathor peculiar case was tried by the recorder 
this morning. 

On yesterday aman named J. H. Bernard, 
an Illinois railroad man, who came to Macon 
with alot of western men to work on the 
Birmingham railroad, was fined $2.50 for 
drunkenness. He paid the fine and it seems 
went right on another spree. He was locked 
up about 5 o’clock in the afternoon by Officers 
Mack and Morrison. 

About 8 a’clock Officer Morrison found An- 
drew Wilson, an inoffensive man and of frail 
statue, drunk on Fourth street. He was taken 
to the barracks and locked up in the same cell 
with Bernard. When he asked Bernard fowa 
portion of his blanket,the railroader pummeled 
him over the head and on the face in such a way 
as to draw the blood freely and entirely close 
the lefteye. Wilson was taken out of the cell 
as quickly as possible and placed elsewhere. 
oo morning his face presented a sickening 
sight. 

Bernard told the court he knew nothing of 
the occurrence, though the ofticers and others 
swore that he did not appear to be drunk at 
the time of his outrageous conduct. The 
court fined Bernard fifty dollars, or twenty- 
five days on the gang, for the fight, and five 
dollars, or ten days, for being drunk. 

Wilson, Bernard’s victim, pleaded guilty to 
a simple drunk, and was let off with a fine of 
$2.50, or one day in prison. 


A GREAT PROCESSION. 


The Alliance Men of Jones County Come 
to Macon in Grand Shape. 

Macon, Ga., December 19.—[{Special.]— 
Macon witnessed a novel and interesting sizht 
this morning, which showed the alliance 
farmers of Jones county in all their glory. 
About 125 wagons loaded with cotton 
reached the city from Jones éounty 
and paraded in long procession 
through the streets to the alliance warehouse. 
There were between 300 and 400 bales of cotton 
on the wagons.

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THE RAPID EXTENSION OF THE 
PEACH AREA, : 


The Planters Around Marshalliville Going 
Extensively Into Peuch Culture—The 
Profits of Last Season. 


MARSHALLVILLE, Ga., December 19.—[Spe- 
cial. |}—Marshallville aud vicinity, which is the 
center of one of the best,cotton producing belts 
in Georgia, is just now less, concerned with 
this ‘“‘wool which grows of trees,”’ than with 
fruit which grows thereon. The substantial 
returns made the last season by the Ramphs, 
the Moores, Baldwin, Fredericks, Murphs and 
others, has so stimulated this industry that 
the magnificent nursery of Mr. Samuel Rumph, 
of this place, is taxed to supply the trees, 
though his stock runs up into the millions. 
Here is found the perfection of peach soil, 
loamy surface, with clay sub-soil. 

WAGONS OF TREES. 

Wagons of trees piled six or eight feet 
high may be seen hauled in every direction; 
every farmer setting a few, while some are 
planting more extensively, The Rumphs and 
Moores will plaut 150 or 200 acres, in addition 
to their already extensive orchards, Murph 
and Baldwin will set 100 acres, the Hon. W. 
H. Felton 10,000 trees, Professor J. W. Fred- 
erick, 5,000 trees, and soon. These trees sell 
for fifty dollars per thousand. The cost of 
setting and fertilizing and cultivation is con- 
siderable, besides the use of the land, for 
planting purposes is lost after three years, al! 
of which but shows the faith placed in the 
peach as 

A MONEY CROP. 

These trees, usually planted, twenty feet 
square, presenting perfect avenues viewed 
in any direction, when in _ luxuriant 
fohage or bearing upon their bend- 
ing boughs the‘ blushing honors”’ of fruitage, 
appeal not only to man’s cupidity and appetite 
but also to his msthetic nature. 

There was shipped from here last season 100 
carloads} of fruit, some of it netting in New 
York $1,200 per car, but it is estimated that 
in three years, under favorable conditions, we 
would ship 1,000 cars. Already the great 
commission merchants of New York are cul- 
tivating this trade.

PRUNING THE TREES. 


An increase in Acrenge of Twenty-Five Per 
Cent. 

Fort VAuLutey, Ga., December 19.—/Spe- 
cial.]— Your correspondent has just returned 
from a visit to the largest fruit farms in this 
section, and, on account of the beautiful 
weather, the fruitmen are all busy working out 
their orchards, pruning the trees, replanting 
the dead ones and setting out new orchards. 
The latter is demanding a great deal of atten- 
tion, and were the supply of trees half equal 
to the demand, the acreage would be increased 
fully fiftyper cent in this section, but, as it bs, 
it will not be increased over twenty-five per 
cent. Captain J. B. James is making the 
largest increase I know of in his orchard, and 
is now digging 7,000 holes, which is all the 
trees he has, but is making strenuous efforts to 
secure 14,000 trees for this fall’s planting. His 
orchard, especiaily, isin fine condition, and 
there are many trees biooming now, 
— and apples—many second crop pears 

ving seen on the trees, and his fifty-acre 
strawberry patch is blooming nicely and some 
berries are maturing which epicures say are 
equal in flavor toany in season. Last week 
he gave a strawberry dinner to a party of 
friends, and the table presented quite a sum- 
mer-like ‘appearance, and during the holi- 
days, if this spring-like weather continues, 
he is going to give a few of his friends a 
strawberry entertainment, which promises to 
be quite an attraction at thls time of the 
year.

upon false statements detrimental to myselt. While, 
itistrue that White did not forge any of the 
names tothe fraudulent paper found in the State 
National bank, and so I have stated time and again, 
yet he had a full knowledge that the bank con- 
tained such papers, also the object for which it was 
placed therein. This White not only admitted to 
his counsel, but swore to in our plea for abatement 
before the superior court of Wake county.

Reed Paying for His Place. 

The terms on which Mr. Thomas B. Reed 
was elected speaker of the republican house 
of representatives have already been dis- 
closed. They have not been formally 
printed in any newspaper, but their precise 
nature has transpired by the advertisement 
of Mr. Reed’s first payment. 

The other day a resolution was offered 
providing for an investigation of the con- 
gressional election in the district of Mr. 
Breckinridge, of Arkansas, where Clayton 
was killed. Mr. Crisp, of Georgia, at once 
made the point of order that the resolution 
should first be considered by the committee 
on privileges and elections. Mr. Reed very 
promptly decided, however, that the house 
could vote on it at once, and, in doing so, 
paid the first installment of the debt which 
he owes the republican party for bis elec- 
tion. 

It isthe rule, when a contested election 
case is brought tothe attention of the house, 
to refer it to the elections committee, which 
proceeds to take testimony and hear argu- 
ment. When the testimony 1ts all in and 
the argument on both sides concluded, the 
committee makes up its report and submits 
it to the house for final action. Mr. Reed, 
however, in his haste and anxiety to reim- 
burse his party for elevating him to the po- 
sition of speaker, has decided. in effect, that 
the house can at any time take up a con- 
tested election case, and pass upon it with- 
out reference to the committee on elections. 

In other words, the republican majority 
propose to employ unusual and arbitrary 
anethods for the purpose of seating such 
republicans as have been thoughtful enough 
to contest the seats of democrats. It isa 
very fine scheme altogether, but, like other 
republican schemes, it involves a precedent 
that may, in the end, cost the republicans a 
good deal more than it comes to. 

We believe that the quickest way to hang 
the republican calf is to give it all the rope 
it wants. Democrats may be inclined to 
protest occasionally, but it should be borne 
in mind that every arbitrary and unusual 
method employed by the republicans is only 
another step towards a democratic triumph. 
There is no Jouger an inflamed and a parti- 
gan mind atthe north for the republican 
sectionalists to appeal to, and there is some 
satisfaction in knowing that the country 
will not tolerate very much longer the high- 
handed methods which Mr. Reed has in- 
sugurated. 


A Case of Mistaken Identity. 

It is sometimes the most difficult matter 
in the world to positively identify a person. 

Many years ago the famous Bunkley case 
in Georgia puzzled lawyers, witnesses, 
jurors, and everybody. There was good 
reason for believing that the alleged Bunk- 
ley was Bunkley, and there was also good 
reason for believing that he was an impos- 
ter. People differ about the case to this 
day. 

The Tichborne claimant worried all 
England, and the rest of the world for years. 
He lost his case and went to prison and 
came out again, and nobody really knows 
whether the man is Tichborne or not. 

The Dale sensation might be mentioned, 
and many similar cases, but none of them 
are sadder than the experience of George 
Stottler, who has been a convict in an In- 
diana prison for the past twenty years. 
Stottler is serving a life sentence for mur- 
der. He was charged with entering a house 
at night and killing anold man. The dead 
man’s daughter identified Stottler as the 
mpurderer, and there was other evideuce of a 
circumstantial nature against him. The 
prisoner, at the time of his trial, and since, 
stoutly maintained his innocence, declaring 
that he was a victim of mistaken identity. 
A short time ago the lady whose testimony 
convicted the prisoner, died. On her death- 
bed she made an affidavit admitting that she 
had made a mistake in the man, and that 
after the trial facts came to her knowledge 
that convinced her of Stottler’s innocence. 

Of eourse, the unfortunate convict will 
now be pardoned. But he has been heavily 
punished for having another man’s face 
and form. 

Twenty years behind the bars because 
a frightened woman was mistaken in his 
identity! Such a mistake is a crime, or the 
next thing to it. 


Poison Everywhere. 
The inspector of meat in Paris has been 


' studying the effects of tobaeco smoke on 


meat about to be eaten. 

The inspector made some very interesting 
experiments, with startling results, Cut- 
ting some beef into thin slices he exposed it 
to tobacco smoke, and then offered it to a 
hungry dog. The animal would not touch 
it. A slice of the meat was then concealed 
in a piece of bread. This the dog swal- 
lowed. In twenty minutes he showed 
symptoms of poisoning, and in a short time 
was dead. Similar experiments were tried 
on other dogs, rabbits and guinea pigs, and 
the result was the same. 

One point in these experiments is note- 
worthy. Cooking did not kill the poison in 
the meat. Beef was roasted, broiled and 
stewed, but the nicotine poison remained as 
deadly as ever. 

The inspector has made a report, in which 
he declares that smoking in places where 
meats, fats, moist foods and certain fruits 
are exposed is dangerous and liable to pro- 
duce fatal consequences. Smoking in or 
about a market he regards as one of the 
surest and quickest ways of poisoning meat. 

Aili this will delight, and yet alarm, the 
anti-tobacconists. They will say that they

say, our lives will be made miserable. 
There may be poison in the air, in the 
water, and in nearly every article of diet, 
but for all that the average duration of hu- 
man life continues to lengthen in every 
civilized country. Poison in small quanti- 
ties, generally diffused, seems to agree with 
the race so well that it is a waste of time to 
bother ourselves about it. 


A House of Refuge. 

That Atlanta needs a house of refuge, no 
one conversant with its criminal history 
will deny. In the city there are many 
juvenile outcasts, who are apt scholars in 
the schoo] of crime. To save thuse children 
from the fate towards which they are drift- 
ing, should be the proudest act of the city. 

Atlanta is always ready to lend a helping 
hand to those needing it. 

The gentlemen who have been working 
so faithfully since 1886 to establish a re- 
formatory, are now asking for the co-opera- 
tion of the city. 

If it is given, many a waif will be saved 
from a life of sin and shame. The plans of 
the home and the work of the committee 
were made known in a special session of 
the city council yesterday afternoon. 
The plans are good and the committee’s 
work worthy of success; but it is a work 
which, to be successful, must have the 
hearty indorsement of all Atlanta. 


Can the North Stand It? 

Brother Halstead, of the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial] Gazette, is one of the few republi- 
can editors whose ideas and convictions are 
not always controlled by party caprice or ne- 
cessity. He is an honest man, and the sin- 
gularity of his positionin this particular, 
has developed a bluntness of style that gives 
freshness to everything he writes or says. 

He has been interviewed recently on the 
question of the policy of the republican 
party in regard to the south, now that the 
republicans have controlof the administra- 
tion, and what he says is of interest as com- 
ing from a bold and an agressive republi- 
can: 

I think I would drift a little. The south has 
ceased to be the haifof the country; itisonly a 


‘corner of it, and we have four new states and will 


have more. Thegrowth ofthe country is against 
their form ot sectionalism, Correction will require 
time. Ithink I would rather wait and trust to the 
old controversies dying out with the influences of 
Civilization. We have todonow what we had to 
do in the war in the north in order to carry on the 
war effectually. I feel that itis a matter of the ut- 
most gravity. I donot wish to flinch from any re- 
sponsibity or shrink from doing any square thing in 
the matter, but Ishould like to hold the country 
and gradually work outthe right. Ithink every 
year would obtain fn our favor, but itis a very big 
question. It may last for a century. 


Two orthree things Mr. Halstead very 
clearly perceives, and it is a pity he did not 
allude to them in his vigorous fashion. In 
the first place, Mr. Halstead knows very 
well that the republican party owes it to the 
whole country, before it proceeds to revive 
the irritating legislation of the reconstruc- 
tion period, to prove by actual experiment, 
that the negro vote of the south is suppress- 
ed by violence, fraud andintimidation. To 
prove this that party will be under the ne- 
cessity of making just such a campaign in 
the south as it makesin the northern states. 
It will have to establish party organization 
here, nominate candidates, and send its ora- 
tors hither as missionaries, 

No honest and well-meaning man at the 
north, or elsewhere, can expect men of any 
party to go to the polls and vote when there 
is neither organization to encourage them 
nor candidates for whom to vote, It is, 
perhaps, true, as stated, that General Chai- 
mers, Of Mississippi, withdrew from the 
campaign asthe republican candidate for 
governor because the public halls and the 
courthouses were closed against him; but if 
his motives had been anything but sinister 
he would have fuund no difficulty whatever 
in carrying on his campaign under the blue 
canopy of heaven. Such campaigns have 
been made before in the history of the re- 
public, and they will be made again wher- 
ever men are devoted to the principles they 
profess. 

In the second place the unity of the two 
sections has gone too far to tolerate legisla- 
tion that can only have the effect of irritat- 
ing the two races and inflaming the preju- 
dices that are commontoeach. The whites 
and blacks are getting along very well togeth- 
er now, and the best men of both races are do- 
ing all they can to restrain the ignorant and 
the reckless; but such legislation as the re- 
publicans contemplate would paralyze these 
efforts and be the signal of a renewal of the 
unfortunate strife that marked the recun- 
struction period. 

In the third place, southern white people 
are doing all they can do to better the con- 
dition of the negroes. They are taxing 
themselves to educate the blacks, and every 
avenue in which they are fitted to earna 
living is open tothem. No figures are ne- 
cessary to bolster up these facts. The con- 
dition of the negroes speaks foritself. They 
are as comfortable as any laboring class of 
people, and they are accumulating property 
just as rapidly. 

In the fourth place, all the irritation and 
inflammation that would follow the passage 
of a republican force bill would go for 
naught. Where the self respect, the intel- 
ligence and the property interests of a peo- 
ple are combined together, ignorance can 
never prevail. The state governments of the 
south were wrested from the domination of 


} recklessness and ignorance when the polls 


were guarded by federal bayonets. All, 
therefore, that the republicans can hope to 
gain by such legislation as they contemplate 
is to stir up strife and disorder, out of which 
they may hope to make political capital, 
and to interfere seriously with the business 
interests of this section. 


As we have said before, if the north and | 


northern business can stand this sort of 


thing the south can.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


WILL THE PRESENTS epidemic of influenza be 
followed by a cholera visitation? Some old croakers 
think so, because the cholera of 1831 and 1847 was 
preceded by influenza, But sometimes cholera 
comes without such a warning. The fact is, nobody 
knows anything about it. 


Dr. T. C. Mrnor says of the epidemic of in. 
fluenza or catarrh now beginning to spread in this 
country: “In 1800, and again in 1830, epidemics o/ 
Catarrh spread from Russia all over continental 
Europe, and from thence to Great Britain and North 
America, prevailing, too,as faras Java and Singa- 
pore, and in the United States as far south as Burke 
connty, Georgia. Epidemics of influenza have 
been noted since that time in 1847, 1860 
and 1870, while the present outbreak, which 
will probably be remembered in the 
country as that of 1890, bids fair to outrival all pre 
vious manifestations ot the disease, if the rapid 
spread and severe type observed at present in Eu: 
rope is to be taken as an index. The average dura 
tion of an epidemic outbreak of catarrh when localk 
ized, is sixty days. Those persons exposed to out 
door atmospheric influences are most liable to at 
tacks, whilethe malady ts most fatal to the weak: 
lunged in adult life of the community. Strange as 
it may appear the very young and the very old have 
a seeming exemption from the affection, childrea 
under the age of eight being rarely attacked, ac 
cording to Warren, while among the aged the at 
tacks are rare; those afflicted usually die. In IS, 
250,000 people in London alone were attacked by 
influenza, andthe mortality was frightful, accord- 
ing to Anstie; the average mortality of children 
being raised 83 per cent, that of adults to 104 per 
cent, while that of the agec was raised to the start: 
ling figure of 257 per cent.”’

MR. GRADY’S SPEECH, 


Comments From Three Well Known Papers 
on His Boston Effort. 
A WORD TO LEADING COLORED MEN. 
From the New York Herald. 

A remarkable phenomenon demands the at- 
tention of the leaders of colored public opinion in 
the south and north. They cannot prudently shut 
their eyes or the eyes of their constituency—the col- 
ored people of the union—to the sympathy and ap- 
plause given by all New England and a great part 
of the north to the recent speech of Mr. Grady, of 
Georgia, at a Boston banquet. 

We douot ask colored men to agree with Mr, 
Grady’s opinions or sentiments. They may dispute 
Mr, Grady’s staterents if they please; they may 
deny the truth and justice of his conclusions; they 
may say what they please about his sentiment. All 
that is beside the question. What they are bound 
to notice and to call to the attention of colored 
men of influence everywhere in the south, is that 
all New England has applauded Mr. Grady; that in 
the ancient stronghold of abolition, in the region 
where the negro has been aceustomed to count 
upon finding his most zealous friends and defend- 
ers—there, at last, he has apparently worn out 
friendship. 

That isa matter which deserves the considera- 
tion of every colored man in the south—a matter 
which every intelligent colored loader is bound to 
impress upon those of his people whom itis his 
place toinform. Scheming and reckless politicians 
in congress may contrive federai election bills— 
they cannot pass; and if they do they will 
be repealed under stress of public indigna- 
tion in the north. 
the south who tell their people that there is help 
for them in federal legislation mislead them, and 
are either ignorant themselves or reckless dema- 
gogues. The colored people of the south must help 
themselycs out of any troubles they may have. 
They must become a part of the southern body 
politic and notan extraneous mass, cohering for 
purposes foreign to the general ubjects of their fel- 
low-citizena, 

The applause and sympathy which Mr. Grady’s 
speech has received in New England should once 
forallawaken the southern colored people to the 
fact that they have in the quarter of a century since 
the war closed drawn too heavily upon even their 
most zealous friendsin the north. Mr, Grady sug- 
gested that it would haye been better that the 
colored men ofthe south had not been given the 
vote. We do not agree with him there, for we 
belleve the yote was needed toturn him froma 
freedman into.a freeman. But the significant fact is 
that no appreciable public opinion in New England 
or elsewhere in the north has taken serious excep- 
tion to Mr. Grady’s opinion. 

It is the duty of the intelligent and conscientious 
leaders of the colored south to teli their people all 
over the south plainly that they have no helpto ex~ 
pect from northern sympathy; that federal election 
laws, even if they could pass, would not benefit 
them, and would be repealedin two years under 
the stress of northern indignation and opposition; 
and that they ought no longer to allow themselves 
to be banded together in their states in a “solid” 
mass, not forming a political party, but only a po- 
litical mob, It is their duty to teach their people 
that they must vote as they think and not as repub- 
lican demagogues urge them to. 

The solid south consists of two parts, the solid 
white voters and the solid black voters. But what 
do the blacks gain—what have they gained by this 
solidity? Nothing, except here and there a post- 
office or some other petty federal place flung to 
them by their republican friends as a bone is flung 
toa dog, Itistime for the colored voters to con- 
sider their situation end abandon the false course 
which has brought upon them, as many of them 
assert, maltreatment in the south; but, what is far 
more serious for them, indifference and contempt 
in the north, and in the house of their friends. 

Mr. Grady and His Critics. 
From the Boston Post. 

The address of Mr. Grady at the merchants 
dinner last week was as distinct from the usual 
after-dinner speeches asthe speaker himself was 
different in training and outlook fromthe mass of 
his hearers. Mr. Grady is not one of the ‘“‘excelient 
speakers’ of whom we haveso many; he has the 
additional gift which makes of the exceNent speaker 
an orator, with the power to move men’s souls 
Moreover, Mr. Grady’s oratory is interesting because 
it is the oratory of asoutherner, and we have the 
chance to see In it the old-time southern 
type with which we are all famil- 
iar, developed under new conditions 
and modified by new influences. The traditional 
qualitizs are all there—the persuasiveness, the ap- 
peal to the emotions, the fervid diction, the em- 
phasis of the human and personal sides of a sub- 
ject rather than its more abstract phrases; even the 
rueh of the sentences, withthe recurrence of the 
direct address, and the Biblical quotations given 
with an effect of sincerity and of belief in it asa 
word yet to be fulfilled, mark a style which has 
been formedin another section than ours. It is 
southern oratory, but southern oratory at its best, 
with but a touch of the ove-exuberance, which 
usually weakens it. and an appreciation of the es- 
sentials of the situation with which the orator is 
called upon to deal that is fairly novel. The 
southerner is by nature and training  in- 
clined toward oratory, and in addition to his other 
qualifications he has, asa rule, the courage of his 
emotions. Unfortunately, the emotions have 
hitherto been too often fictitious, and the prin- 
ciples for which he pleaded false. Mr. Grady’s ad- 
dresses are indications of what those same quali- 
ties may produce whea curbed by a more critical 
taste and moving in harmony with the best ten< 
dencies of the time. 

But Mr. Grady’s rhetoric, effective as itis, is not 
what we need most consider; it isratherasa dis- 
cussion of one of the important questions of the 
day that his speech has claim upon attention. It 
has already claimed that of maby partiran news- 
papers, among them our neighbor, the Journal, 
which, trying, under the influence of the southern 
oratory, to be impassioned in its turn, succeeds per- 
fectly in being hysterical, Is the negro, it cries, 
“to be forever denied the — of citizenship, 
simply because he is black?’ e Journal must not 
be so distressed.

Boston. Free from the meretricious adornment 
which detracted somewhat from the force of his 
gteat effort before the New England society in New 
York, without obecurjty of perception or the weak- 
ness of political apologetics, the Boston speech is at 
once the highest evidence of Grady’s intellectual 
power and marks the greatest triumph he has at- 
tained as an oratsr, 

The subject of Mr. Grady’s speech was ‘The Nex 
gro Problem.”’ He did not tra vel out of the beaten 
path aud discovered no definite plan for the settle~ 
ment of the problem, but startled his New England 
audience by showing them that the negro problem, 
being to all intents and purposes a purely southern 
proBiem, can only be intrusted to the southern peo- 
ple for adjustment, But for the partisan and sectional 
myopia with which the New England people are 
afflicted, it were not necessary that Mr. Grady 
should have travelled a thousand miles to inform 
them of existing conditions, But forthe husks of 
misinformation upon which these enlightened peo- 

le have been fed for generations, it would not 

ave been necessary for a southern man to tell them 
that in the courts and school houses, in their civil 
and religious liberties, the negroes in the south en- 
joy better protection and wider privelege than the 
negroes inthe north, If the public sentiment of 
New England were only candid and honest in its 

udgment of the negro question in the south, the 

usiness men of Boston would have been spared 
the mortification of Mr. Grady’s pitiless ex posure of 
their false pope and their empty deeds. 

It was all well enough for Mr. Grady to ask that, 
in the settlement of the negro problem, the people 
of New England should permit patience to have 
hef perfect work, and that they should extend to 
the south in its present tremendous struggle their 
confidence and sympathy ina spirit of joyality to 
the republic without sectionalism; but better and 
stronger and more effective was the plain, blunt 
statement thatthe time will nevercome when the 
white men of the fouth will suffer themselves to be 
placed under the heel of negro domination. ‘The 
negro vote can. never control in the south.’’ 

* ‘The white people of the south are banded*‘ * * 
in deep and abiding necessity.” Numbers and cors 
ruption cannot prevail against “the banded intelli- 
— and responsibility of a free community ”’ 

o those of us who passed through the revolution 
of 1876 and witnessed the rally of thousands of des- 
perate men clad in red shirts, it does not require 
the exerc se of grect imagination 
to appreciate the graphic picture which Mr. Grady 
drew when he said: 

“I bave seen the white people of a state set about 
by black hosts until their fate seemed sealed. Bat, 
sir, some brave man, banding them together, would 
rise as Elisba rose in beleaguered Samaria, and, 
touching their eyes with faith, bid them look 
abroad to see the very air filled with the chariots of 
Israel and the horsemen thereof.’’ 

Time was when the negro was on top in every 
southern state, but the time will never be again 
when he will prevail over the intelligent, —— 
and patriotic Anglo-Saxons of the south. He coul 
not maintain his power when the ballot box was 
hedged about by federal bayonets; and when the 
army of the union was employed to regulate the do- 
mestic affairs of independent sjates. ‘The relations 
of the races—so long as they remain together— 
will be adjusted all the sooner it the pub- 
lic opinion of the New England and the other nor- 
thern states will compe! political agitators to ab- 
stain from partisan interference with the processes 
of natural adjustment, by which alone the negro 
problem can be settled.

EIGHT YEARS AT HAR ABOR, 


The Seutence of the Court Passed Upon Glen 
McOord Yesterday. 

Glen McCord, convicted of perjury Wednes- 
day night, was sentenced by Judge Marshal) 
J. Clarke yesterday at half past 11 o’clock. 

The jury was oat only a little more than balf 
an hour before a verdict was reached. On fin- 
ishing his charge at 9 o’clock Wednesday 
night Judge Clarke announced that he would 
allow the jury to remain in the jury room one 
hour, and that he would wait till 10 o’clock to 
hear a verdict. 

At just twenty minutes to ten, the foreman 
knocked at the door and stated that the jury 
had agreed upon a verdict. Judge Clarke was 
notified. He announced that the sentence 
would not be pronounced until today, and the 
jury was dismissed. Up to the finding of the 
verdict McCord, with his wife and sister, and 
aged mother remained in the court room. He 
heard the verdict calmly, though his wife and 
mother were visibly affected, bursting into 
tears, continuing to weep as they parted with 
the prisoner at the jail. 

Eight years at hard labor inthe penitentiary 
Was the sentence of Judge Clarke. Messrs. 
Arnold and Ladson, McCord’s attorneys, at 
once gave notice that they would move fora 
new trial, andon this Judge Clarke suspended 
the sentence for thirty days. 

At his last trial, before Judge Richard H. 
Clark, McCord was sentenced to ten years in 
the penitentiary.

TO SIGN A LIBEL, 


Lawshe Declines and Is Assaulted by Al- 
dridge Who Also Draws a Pistol, But 
Does Not Use It. 


The police sensation culminated in a fight, 
yosterday. ; 

But the fight was all on one side, and very 
little damage was done. 

When Patrolman Tom Aldridge read the 
statement made by Bob Lawshe in yesterday’s 
Constitution, in regard to his having en- 
couraged Lawshe to take the blankets from 
the storeroom, he became very angry, and call- 
ing upon a friend, had him draw up the fol- 

sument: 
eee Ga, December 19.--To Whom It May 
Concern: Any statement made by myself or any 
one that Patrolman Tom Aldridge assisted me in 
stealing certain blankets from a room in the station- 
house 1s absolutely and unqualifiedly false. 

Patrolman Aldridge then went to the station- 
house in search of Lawshe, telling several 
friends that he was going to make him sign 
the paper. 

The patrolman finally ascertained that 
Lawshe was at the office of the Evening 
Journal, and started in search of him. He 
found Lawshe sitting in a chair, and walking 
up to him threw the paper down in front of 
him, remarking: ‘ 

‘SIGN THAT DOCUMENT. 

‘‘Woll, I don’t know whether I will or not,” 
replied Lawshe. 

“Well, —— ——, I’ll show you!”’ said Al- 
dridge, drawing back as if to strike. 

Lawshe made a movement an@ Aldridge 
thought that Lawshe was going to draw _a pis- 
tol. Like a flash he drew his own and pre- 
sented it. 

“T am unarmed!’’ said Lawshe, exposing 
his pockets. 

As he said this Patrolman Aldridge thrust 
his pistol back into his pocket, and struck. at 
Lawshe with a stick. 

Lawshe threw up his left hand and warded 
off the blow. Then several parties rushed be- 
tween them. Hon. James G. Woodward 
went to the telephone and called for a_ police- 
man, and Aldridge left the office. 

Immediately after leaving the office Ald- 
ridge went to the stationhouse and informed 
Chief Connolly of what had transpired. A 
few minutes later Call Officer Lvey informed 
Aldridge that he must make a case against 
bim. Aldridge surrendered ore. and a 
charge of quarreling was booked against Ald- 
ridge. 

Chief Connolly suspended Aldridge until 
the case can be investigated by the commis-— 
sioners. 

Lawshe still sticks to the story printed in 
yesterday’s ConsTiTUTION, and says that he 
will have legal counsel to represent his’case, 

ALDRIDGE’S STATEMENT. 

Patrolman Aldridge says that on the first 
day of the exposition, Lawshe asked permis- 
sion to put a cot in his room in the station- 
house, adjoining the one used by Chief Con- 
nolly as a storageroom for stolen goods. 

Al@ridge told him that he would be glad to 
have him do so, and gave him one of two keys 
to the room, so that they could both have ac- 
cess. A few days afterwards, Aldredge says 
he missed the best shirt he had, and then 
some handkerchiefs and collars. He began, 
after that, to keep an account with 
his washwoman. He could hardly 
believe that Lawshe had taken them, 
because they were too large for him. Aldridge 
came into his room one day and heard some one 
in the store room. The man inside asked who it 
was, and Aldridge answered. Lawshe then 
threw a blanket through the opening, which 
he had made by removing the transom. Al- 
dridge asked him what he meant, and he ex- 
plained that if he aivided cover with his wife 
at home she would not have sufficient to keep 
her warm, and he was afraid jt would turn 
cold. Aldridge advised him to return the blan- 
kets and replace the transom; then go and 
tell Chief Counolly of his needs and the lat- 
ter would lend, him blankets. 

Lawshe replied that that was cheaper than 
borro wing, leading Aldridge to believe that he 
meant if he borrowed blankets he would have 
to return them, and if he got them that way 
they would be his own. He said as soon as his 
home was finished he would move, and would 
then have enough bedding. Aldridge decided 
not to report the matter, unless Lawshe un - 
dertook to carry away the blanket when he 
moved. That same afternoon Aldridge found 
himinthe room again, and when he asked 
him what he meant, Lawshe remarked that 
there was a great deal of stolen goods in there 
that would soon be for sale, and he wanted to 
look over themsoas to be able to bid when 
they were sold. 

e had nothing except it was in his pockets 
the last time he came out. 

On the next morning Aldridge slept late, 
and Lawshe and Broderick came in, looking 
surprised to find him so late. At last Broder- 
ick asked him if he did not want something 
to drink saying he had some fine corn whisky, 
and pulling out a flask handed it to Aldridge, 
who took a drink, Broderick handing him 
some water. 

Broderick then pulled out three more, and 
Lawshe three, and laid them all'on Lawshe’s 
lounge. Aldridge asked them if they intended 
to start a barroom, and Lawshe said that it 
cost them nothing. Aldridge said if it was 
that cheap he would like to have 
some, as it was good whisky. Lawshe said 
that he and his sergeant had found a jug of 
whisky, and the sergeant wanted to pour it 
out, but he asked him not to, because some 
poor devil had paid his money for it and would 
miss it. He said, after the sergeant was gone, 

‘*‘We gathered all the empty bottles we could 
find and emptied her.”’ 

Broderick and Lawshe left, carrying with 
thom all the whisky but the flask they had 
drunk from. 

Aldridge went in search of the chief; failed 
to find him; got his breakfast, and returning 


A MOTHER’S ANXIETY. 


The Story She Tells of the Conviction of Her 
Son-—She Wants a Pardon. 

For two days past a lady with a careworn 
face, and evidently suffering from some great 
distress, has been waiting at the capitol for an 
opportunity to make a plea for her son, who is 
in the penitentiary. 

Yesterday Judge Nisbet had a long consulta- 
tion with her, and he was deeply impressed by 
the facts she laid before him. 

The lady is Mrs. Stephens, of Emanuel 
county, and she isthe mother of W. P. Ste- 
vens, who was tried for murder last April, and 
was convicted of manslaughter. That her son 
is suffering for acrime he never committed, 
Mrs. Stevens thoroughly believes, and she has 
many good reasons to sustain her theory of the 
crime. 

A man named Fontain lived at Mrs. Ste- 
vens’s house, and was her son’s most intimate 
friend. They had worked together for many 
years, and looked upon each other as brothers. 
One Sunday afternoon Stevens and Fontain 
went together to visit a neighbor, and while 
there Stevens was induced to visit the house 
of Ike Cross, where a carouse was in progress. 
After taking several drinks Stevens and Cross 
became involved in a quarrel, and while they 
were fighting Fontain entered the room. In 
his hand he carried a stick. It was snatched 
from his hand, and in the melee he received a 
blow from his own stick which fractured his 
skull and killed him. 

Stevens was arrested, charged with having 
struck tho blow, but as the evidence was con 
flicting and all the damaging part came from 
ike Cross and his brother, he was only con- 
victed to serve five years for manslaughter. 
At that time nothing was known against the 
characters of either of the Cross men, conse- 
quently their testimony had considerable 
effect. 

On the 14th of last October a daring robbery 
was committed in Emanuel county, which 
was traced to the Cross brothers. At their 
trial they were both proved to be men of bad 
character, and Mrs. Stevens now claims that 
they tcstified against her son to protect them- 
sel ves. 

Judge Nisbet carefully examined the testi- 
mony in the case after listeuing to Mrs. Ste- 
vens, and some action will probably be taken 
either to pardon the poung man or to have 
further evidence taken to show he was not 
guilty.

Judge Van Epps arose, holding in his and 
giarge rollof manuscript. This he opéned 
and began reading. It was: 

™ the Mayor and Council of the City of At- 
Janta—Genticmen: “It is wiser and less expensive 
qo gave childven than to punish criminals,” 

A profound realization of this truth induced the 
city council, in 1886, by resolution to apy oint a 
committee to investigate the need and devise a 
plan for a reformatory forthe juvenile walfs of the 
gtreei. The persons appointed to serve on that com- 

were the foliowing: James A. Anderson, 
s recorder; John 3. Goodwin, city attorney; W. 

M. Middlebrooks, chairman of the relief committee; 
H, u. Hutchison, of the aldermanic board, and 
ehairman o! the police committee, and Howard 
VYanEpps, judge of tne city court of At- 
fanta, The committee organized by the selec- 
sion of Judge Van Epps as chairman, and 

Avderson as secretary, and began atonce to 
eoliect information, devise a plan for the Seana: 
tion of a house of refuge, and procure the legisia- 
tion necessary for the purpose. 

Your committee procured a charter from the su- 
perior court, A copy of which accompanies this re« 

. This charter contemplates an association of 
rsons under (he name of “The House ot Refuge 
Pe tae Reformation of Juvenile Otfenders,” and it 
confers upon the association corporate powers, es- 
jally ‘‘for the recepuion, education, training, ein- 
ployinent, discipl:re and sate keeping of juveuile 
ofendors, and infants guilty of incorrigible or 
gicious conduct or vagcrancy, and infants who are 
homeless or without protection,” 

Your committee also procured from the legisla- 
¢ere an act conferring full and ample powerson the 
association to carry out the contemplated objects, 
This act will be found in the printed laws of 1887, 

ee 824, and weask that it may be considered a 

rtofthis report. Its provisions briefiy stated are 
tne following: ‘The house of refuge is authorized to 
geceive cbildren resident in Fulton county, between 

fhe ages of seven and sixteen, committed as speci- 
fed below, and to retain custody of them until their 
geformaticn, indenture or attainment to majority.
